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Applicant's response to restriction requirement filed 10/07/2004 is acknowledged. 
Applicant elected Group II invention (claims 3 and 12) without traverse. Claims 1-2, 4- 
11, 13-23 are canceled. Claims 3, 12, 24-43 are currently pending. 

It is noted that currently pending claims 12, 24-30 continue to be directed to a 
method of detecting the presence of polypeptide utilizing an agent that binds said 
polypeptides, which are not merely antibodies. Considering the fact that applicant has 
not mended the method claims to utilization of antibodies, it is assumed that said agents 
are activators, agonists or antagonists, which are all structurally and functionally 
different than antibodies. Therefore, upon further review of the previous office action 
further restriction deemed necessary as following: 

Group II: claims 3, 31-43, drawn to antibodies which specifically bind said 
polypeptides. 

Group IX: claims 12, 24-30 are directed to methods of detecting polypeptides 
using any agent that binds said polypeptides, classification not possible. This because 
classification depends on the structure of the agent and applicant as not defined the 
structure of said agent. 

The inventions of Group II and IX are patentably distinct because the product of 
Group II is neither made nor used by the method of Group IX. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
